Colorado Ski Slopes Draw Many Texans

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — High 
atop Vail Mountain on a 
ridge called Eagle s Nest a 
group of students watched 
ski instructor Robert Oliver 
step into the field of snow 
and begin his gentle glide 
down the rippling slope. 
To this group of “ never 
evers” — those who had 
never skied before — each 
movement appeared to be 


executed 
with

deliberation of a draftsman. 
To Oliver, a Cuero Tex , 
native, it was all in a day s 
work. 
Oliver, 26, who came to the 
mountain by way of an 
advertising degree from the 
University of Texas and a 
working tour of Europe, is 
one of 300 ski instructors 
teaching the approximately 
100,000 persons who pass 


through the Vail Ski School 
each season. 
Politicians, actors,

executives come to this 
m ountain com m unity 
of 
1,500 and mix with students, 
w inter transients, school 
teachers and a great mass of 
ordinary people who want to 
challenge one of winter’s 
most exciting sports. 
“We judge each other on a 
different criteria h ere,’’ 
Oliver said during an in­ 
terview. “ A man can be high 
up in his company, but to me 
he’s just somebody who 
wants to ski.’’ 
Oliver, who had seen more 
snow on picture post cards 
than anywhere else before 
his travels brought him to 


Vail. is one of many Texans 
carving out his own niche in 
the m ountain ranges of 
Colorado. 
“After I worked for a year 
and a half in Europe, I felt 
this was the only place I 
could

back to

A m erican way of life, 
Oliver said after a day of 
instruction.

An airplane drops dry ice or 
various

clouds, and 30 minutes later 
it rains. 
Did the seeding cause the 
rain, or would it have oc­ 
curred anyhow? A Texas 
lech University professor 
says there is no way to tell 
tor sure 
“Take a cloud, add 75 
cents to it. give it 30 minutes 
and that s about all you need 
to squeeze enough rain out of 
t he sky for one acre of land.’ ’ 
Dr 
G erald Jurica said 
“ But after all that you 
really can’t prove that the 
rain 
was 
due 
to 
the 
modifications brought about 
in the w eather It might have 
occurred through the natural 
process 
without 
any 
modifications.’ 
Jurica. an instructor in 
weather modification, says 
he has spend a large part of 
his career 
compiling in- 
iormation on weather ex­ 
periments and their results. 
Still, he says more time and 
work is needed to decide it 
man really has succeeded in 
changing the weather 
“We still have a long way 
to go in learning about 
weather modification." he 
said 
“ By using various 
sources, including satellites. 
we can possibly build a good 
theory 
In fact, 
we are 
working on 
a 
research 
proposal that will make use 


of satellites to gather data 
about cloud formations.” 
Jurica said rainmakers 
were probably the best 
Known weather modifiers. 
But he said there were many 
others, including those who 
seed clouds to prevent 
hailstorms, attempt to break 
up tornadoes or hurricanes 
and those who try to control 
blizzards. 
“Weather modification ex­ 
periments have met with 
different degrees of suc­ 
cess.’’ he said. “One major 
difficulty is they require a 


great deal of planning and 
monitoring. 


“And, the vagaries of the 
precipitation process are 
such that it is difficult to 
estim ate the amount of 
artificial rainfall derived. 


Jurica said there was no 
absolute 
method 
of 
predicting how much rain 
would fall in any given 
season. If that information 
were available, he said, it 
would 
be 
possible 
to 
calculate the extent of ar­ 
tificial rain.

Shade Grass Viewed

Getting grass to grow in 
shady places is a problem 
faced by many homeowners 
and a challenge to even 


the shade environment will 
depend on the particular tree 
species involved, density of 
planting, age of tree, and the 
s p e c ific 
o rn a m e n ta l 
characteristics desired in 
'managers 
the particular tree or trees 


It s estimated that 20 to 25 
involved. 
percent of all turfgrass 
areas are subjected to some 
degree of shading. Scientists 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station (TABS) 
say they find that three 
major factors influence 
shaded turf. 
The first is the choice ol 
grass; some turfgrasses are 
better adapted to shade than 
others. Another factor is the 
shade environment, 
often 
this can be 
modified to 
improve 
conditions 
for 
turfgrass growth. The third 
factor .includes cultural 
practices 
used 
« 
in 
establishing and ghbwfng 
turfgrass. 
• 
NOW let’s consider these 
factors, briefly, one by one. 
Dr. James B. Beard, TAES 
turf and crop physiologist, 
says 
that 
for 
shade 
t o l e r a n c e , 
St 
Augustinegrass is the best 
shade turf of the warm 
season grasses, especially 
for the southern half of 
Texas. In areas where it will 
grow, Zoysiagrass is good. 
Centipedegrass has only fair 
shade tolerance and both 
bermudagrass 
and 
but 
falograss are poor 
Among the cool season 
turfgrasses. tall fescue is 
good and ryegrass is fair to 
poor. 
Kentucky bluegrass 
rates poor to fair, while the 
bentgrasses are variable. 
Beard says the decision as 
to which combination of 
practices to use in modifying 


Pruning tree limbs is the 
most obvious way to in­ 
crease light 
in a 
shady 
areas. In the case of isolated 
trees, the pruning of lower 
tree limbs to a height of 8 to 
IO feet may be enough to 
allow 
adequate 
grass 
growth. 
But certain low-growing 
ornamental trees will be 
ruined if pruned in this way 
In this situation consider an 
adapted ground cover or 
alternate surface such as 
wood chips or a similar 
organic mulch. 
In the case of a number of 
trees forming a 
uniform 
canopy covering a sizeable 
turfgrass area, consider 
selective pruning of limbs in 
the tree crowns. 
Again, whether you can do 
this depends on the kind of 
Inches 
In addition, the removal of 
diseased or weak, crowded 
trees may help. In the case 
of cool season turfgrasses, 
growing under deciduous 
trees « those that shed leaves 
annually), Beard says its 
most important to remove 
fallen tree leaves as soon as 
possible. 
I )isease development 
is 
encouraged in shaded turf if 
dense screens of trees or 
shrubs 
block 
wind 
movement across the turf. 
The longer the turf remains 
wet, the greater the potential 
for disease development. 
To 
correct 
such 
a 


situation, consider selective 
removal or trimming of the 
vegetative screen to en­ 
courage prevailing wind 
movement. 
In 
cases where com­ 
petition from tree roots for 
nutrients and water is 
the 
problem, consider tree root 
pruning. 
This is a more serious 
problem with certain tree 
species than others Beard 
says one of the first steps is 
to remove surface tree roots 
prior to turfgrass establish­ 
ment 
Remember that most of 
your turfgrass root system is 
in the upper 6 to IO inches of 
soil so that s where to control 
excessive root competition. 
Deep fertilization of trees 
by means of soil root probes 
encourages trees to feed 
deep and can help reduce 
eomfk*tition; 
The light capturing ability 
ol shaded grass can be 
helped by raising the cutting 
height. 
In the case of 
fescues, bluegrasses. and St. 
Augustine 
grasses 
this 
means raising the cutting 
height to between 2 and 2.5 
inches. 
The mowing frequency 


should follow the normal 
rule of thumb of removing no 
more than 40 percent of the 
leaf area at any one mowing 
In fertilizing, remember 
that both trees and grass 
need adequate phosphorus 
and potassium to support 
growth. 
()nlv sufficient 
nitrogen 
should 
be 
provided 
to 
maintain a minimal, ae 
ceptable growth level Too 
much nitrogen will cause 
problems. 
And 
when 
watering, 
wherever possible it is best 
to water infrequently but 
deeply 
More 
frequent 
watering will leave the grass 
moist and w ill provide better 
conditions for the growth of 
disease

From a wide selection of 
hardy annuals you can 
choose flowers that are right 
for your site and its par­ 
ticular conditions. There are

background, such as dahlia, 
cockscomb and snapdragon, 
while you rhay want to have 
some suitable for cutting, 
such as asters, zinnias and 
daisies, lf ffyou’ve a reek 
garden you might like to put 
in portulaca, impatiens or 
sweet alyssum. 
In a planting area exposed 
to several hours of direct 
sunlight daily, the blue lace, 
verbnea, salvia and cosmos 
are a few that would do well, 
while that shady spot in the 
side yard may be the place to 
put lady slippers, lantanas 
or forget-me-nots. 
Some flowers bloom as 
early as April, such as rock 
cress and forget-me-not, and 
others are still in their glory 
at frost time, like zinnias and 
candytuft 
Many floral varieties are 
available both as seeds and 
as young plants from your 
local nursery or garden 
center where you may also 
obtain literature and free 
consultation 
regarding 
which flowers are best for 
your yard. 
Whatever 
flowers you 
grow, you ll be making your 
contribution to Green Sur 
vival. a series of small steps 
each of us can take to im­ 
prove the quality of our 
lives. 
So don’t be surprised if the 
sounds and sights and smells 
of spring soon excite in you a 
yearning to team up with 
nature in clothing the lawn in 
a gaudy floral garment for 
the Big Birthday of ’76 
That s the Spirit!

Before

harmful insects, advises 
James H. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent for the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Wireworms, white grubs, 
mole crickets, 
cutworms, 
flea beetle larvae, fly larvae 
and maggots are among the 
insects that feed on the 
seeds, roots and other un­ 
derground 
parts 
of 
vegetables. 
The county agent says that 
areas which have been in sod 
for over two years, that have 
had the same crops every 
year, or areas that have 
large amounts of organic 
matter are most susceptible 
to soil insects. 
i t s important to use the 
light kind of insecticide on 
your garden,” stresses the 
county agent 
“Many in­ 
secticides may be harmful to 
certain vegetables and only 
a few can be used safely 
Diazinon and chlordane 
are 
two commonly 
used 
insecticides that are safe for 
gardens However, 
root 
crops should not be planted 
in soil treated with chlor 
dane. 
Apply 
the 
insecticide 
about two to four weeks 


before the garden is to be 
planted, Risinger points out. 
Work the insecticide into the 
top four to six inches of soil 
and make sure it is evenly 
distributed. 
To cover 1,000 square feet 
of soil with diazinon, use six 
fluid ounces of 25 percent 
emulsifiable 
concentrate,

For Trees, Too 


Most trees in their natural 
habitat—a 
forest-d on ’t 
require supplemental plant 
nutrients. But the trees 
around your home may not 
have access to sufficient 
nutrients for normal healthy 
growth. 
If you think your mature 
trees need fertilizer—if 
leaves are paler than normal 
or growth seems slower than 
normal— you can apply it in 
the spring this way: 
Measure the diameter of 
the trunk 4 feet above the 
ground. For each one inch of 
three diameter you’ll need 2 
pounds of 5-10-5 fertilizer or 
its equivalent in another 
fertilizer mixture. (A one 
pound coffee can will hold 
about 2 pounds of fertilizer). 
Using 
a 
soil 
auger, 
crowbar, posthole differ or 
small spade, make holes 15 
to 24 inches deep and 18 to 24 
inches apart around the 
(hipline of the tree. The 
(hipline is the area directly 
beneath the end of the 
branches. 
D ii tribute the fertilizer 
aynfmg tike holes 
drilled. Once your 
ieruuzer is 
place you 
should fill in the holes with a 
mixture consisting of equal 
parti of soil and peatmoss. 
th e peatmoss helps provide 
aeration and water access to 


the fertilizer, carrying it to 
the roots of the tree. 
A mature tree gets hungry 
for plant nutrients and often 
needs your help in obtaining 
them. Fertilization is a good 
way to help insure rich, 
green foliage and a healthy, 
long life for your valuable 
trees, says the Fertilizer 
Institute.
